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At Rio Congress Roll Call, Every Tongue 
Shall Confess that ‘Jesus Christ Is Lord’’ 


Rio DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL 


REPRESENTATIVES of at least 67 nations 
will proclaim—each in his own tongue— 
that ‘Jesus Christ is Lord” when a flag- 
bedecked Roll Call of Nations opens the 
tenth Baptist World Congress in Rio June 
26-July 3. 

A crowd of 20,000 visiting delegates 
and Brazilian Baptists are expected to 
crowd the sweeping circular concrete 
seats and vast floor area of Maracana 
Ginasio for the opening session at 3 p.m. 
Sunday, June 26. Led by a choir of 
3,000 voices they will sing triumphantly 
the hymn, All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name; then listen reverently as a Brazil- 
ian pastor reads in Portuguese the scrip- 
ture of the Congress theme, Philippians 
275-11. 

. Then will come the Roll 

Nations. 

A selected representative of each of the 
67 nations sending delegates to the Con- 
gress—there may be more—will march 
across the wide platform of the Ginasio 
alongside a flagbearer with his own na- 
tional emblem. Then, as each country 
is named, the representative will turn to 
the microphone to speak in his own 
language the scripture of the Congress 
theme: 


“Every tongue shall confess that 

Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of 

God the Father.” 

Flags for the occasion are being spe- 
cially made by Rio seamstresses so that 
all will be uniform in size and quality,

Edgar F. Hallock, general chairman of 
arrangements, said. 

Almost all of the nations will be rep- 
resented again in other key parts of the 
eight-day Congress program. Some of 
the key addresses will be the President’s 
message, by Theodore F. Adams, USA; 
the keynote address, by W. D. Jackson, 
England; and the Congress sermon, by 
Baker J. Cauthen, USA. 

The Congress will close with a giant 
evangelistic service in 155,000-place 
Maracana Stadium at 3 p.m. Sunday, 
July 3, with Evangelist Billy Graham 
preaching. 

In Washington, Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, 
general secretary of the Baptist World 
Alliance, said that of the more than 100 
countries in which Baptist people live and 
work, at least 67 are known to be sending 
representatives. They are: 

AFRICA:—Angola, British Cameroon, 
Cameroun, Congo Belge, Liberia, Ni- 
geria, Southern Rhodesia, Union of South 
Africa.

EUROPE:—Austria, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Finland, France, Ger- 
many, Hungary, Ireland, Italy, Nether- 
lands, Norway, Poland, Portugal, Spain, 
Sweden, USSR, United Kingdom, Yugo- 
slavia.

Catholicism in 
Latin America 


These facts—announced by the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
Washington, D. C.—may help Baptists 
traveling to the tenth Baptist World Con- 
gress at Rio de Janeiro to better under- 
stand the religious life of the people they 
meet in Latin America: 

(1) Although 95 per cent of Latin 
Americans are baptized as Catholics, as 
few as six to ten per cent actually practice 
their faith. 

(2) There is only one priest for every 
5600 Catholics in Latin America, as com- 
pared with one for every 700 in North 
America. 

(3) The Catholic Church in Latin 
America “has been weakened by illiter- 
acy and by intensified Protestant mission- 
ary activity.” 

The information was given in a state- 
ment by Roman Catholic Bishops in the 
United States, announcing establishment 
of a Latin American Bureau as part of 
the National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence. 

It coincides with statements by Edgar 
F. Hallock, Southern Baptist missionary 
and general chairman of Baptist World 
Congress arrangements in Rio, that a 
spiritual vacuum exists in Latin America 
and that the people there “respond read- 
ily when they hear the gospel.” 


The BWA Emblem 

Many folks have asked us about the 
shape of the Baptist World Alliance 
emblem. What is the significance of its 
four points? 

The emblem’s inclusion of the globe 
and the clasped hands is indicative of 
world Baptist fellowship and cooperation, 
and the four points might easily be con- 
sidered indicative of the points of a 
compass. But we like, too, to think of the 
shape as representative of the symbol of 
the fish, precious to all early Christians. 

The Woman’s Missionary Union of the 
Southern Baptist Convention has a 
similar design. They explain theirs in this 
way: “The shape is the double fish head, 
a symbol precious because of its use in 
the early days of Christianity. Fearing 
persecution if discovered, the followers 
of Christ did not needlessly disclose their 
faith to their enemies. It was their cus- 
tom to make the sign of the fish head 
when they met anyone whose attitude 
toward Christianity was not known. If 
the person were an enemy of Christianity, 
the sign would mean nothing to him. If 
he were a believer, he would recognize 
the sign and so be discovered as a 
friend. 

“The fish symbol was used by the 
Christians because in the Greek the 
first letters of Jesus Christ, Son of 
God, Saviour spell the word fish. There- 
fore, the symbol was precious to the 
Christians as a brief profession of their 
faith in the deity of Christ.” 





GENEALOGY OF SALVATION

And so he thought: What about the New Testament? I must read it also. 

He found a copy of the New Testament. To his amazement at the very 
beginning was another carefully written, detailed genealogy! “This must be true 
also!” he said. Eventually he accepted Christ and professed publicly his new- 


found faith. 


But his Moslem community was not so happy about his discovery. The 
leaders said: “You are no longer one of us. Since you are a Christian, you have 
deserted your people. Your wife, therefore, is no longer your wife and your 


child is no longer your child.” 


But his wife has seen something happen which she had never witnessed before. 
Her husband was a changed man! She was impressed. She was convicted of 
her own need of Christ as Saviour. And she said to the people of her com- 
munity: “What has happened to my husband is real. I, too, trust Christ. I am 
my husband’s wife, and his child is his own.” Today, though persecuted, they 


live together in Aden and serve Christ.

Situce Baptists Came to Brazil 


By FRANK K. MEANS 


Mrs. Means and I are perhaps the first Baptists from 
another continent to arrive in Rio de Janeiro for the tenth 
Baptist World Congress. We came to help prepare for it. 


We spent the night of our arrival aboard ship in Rio 
harbor, and were reminded of the similar experience of Dr. 
and Mrs. William B. Bagby, Southern Baptists’ first per- 
manent missionaries to Brazil, who arrived early in 1881. 


The topography of the land has probably not changed 
a great deal in the past 79 years. Neither have the funda- 
mental needs of the Brazilian people. But there have been 
changes in other directions. Brazil was then an empire; 
now it is a republic. If Rio de Janeiro was a commanding 
city then, it ranks as a modern world metropolis now with 
almost 3,000,000 inhabitants. 


Brazil’s religious complexion has been changed by the work 
which the Bagbys, their contemporaries, and their missionary 
successors have done. When the Bagbys arrived, there were 
no Brazilian Baptists, no churches, no literature or church

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music, no pastors or denominational leaders, no denomina- 
tional organizations or institutions, no buildings to house 
churches, schools, publication plants, good will centers, or 
missionaries! There was very little money with which to 
finance the meager beginnings of the work. 


Who would have dared to dream that from such un- 
promising beginnings a virile and dynamic Baptist denomina- 
tion would come into being? Baptist churches in Brazil now 
number approximately 1,500, with an estimated membership 
of 175,000. The Brazilian Baptist Convention has a home 
mission board, whose staff of more than 100 missionaries is 
hard at work in interior places of need; a foreign mission 
board which has appointed missionaries to Portugal (the 
mother country) and Bolivia; a Sunday school board which 
aids churches in all parts of the country; a relief and annuity 
board; an increasingly significant executive board; seminaries 
and training schools, and other organizations which owe their 
existence to the Christian compassion of Brazilian Baptists. 
This is the convention which has invited the Baptists of the 
world to Rio for the Tenth Baptist World Congress, June 
26-July 3. 








Gaptist Youth iu rbfrica

YOUTH CONSCIOUSNESS is grow- 
ing in Africa along with freedom con- 
sciousness. The two are interlinked, for 
on every front the freedom movements 
are initiated by and led by men who are 
essentially youthful. 

Today, in the governments of Nigeria 
several ministers and members of the 
houses of assembly are Baptist—Baptists 
who have come up through the schools 
and churches which have provided them 
with Christian guidance and education. 


Problems and Needs of Youth 

Church leaders are becoming in- 
creasingly aware of the need to provide 
for youth a program which will keep 
them from paths and practices of evil 
and direct them into channels of Chris- 
tian influence. 

In the first Pan African Baptist Youth 
Conference, held in 1959 at Iwo, Nigeria, 
the needs of and opportunities for youth 
were repeatedly emphasized. Conferences 
on Christian Youth and Racial Problems 
resolved that racial prejudices could pos- 
sibly be broken down if Christians are 
“brought to a maturity in Christian ex- 
perience by being instructed in Christian 
principles through youth organizations 
like Royal Ambassadors and Navigators.” 

A group on Christian Recreation felt 
that amusements, activities, and fellow- 
ship which are characterized by evangelis- 
tic emphasis and Christian growth, should 
be carried out in a Christian environment 
through church related young people’s 
age groups, rallies, planned games, songs, 
and such like. These could help to dis- 
courage Sunday football games and tea 
time dances. 

To discourage Islam converts from in- 
troducing Islam ideology, a study group 
on Youth and the Church recommended 
that there should be established more 
preaching stations and organizations for 
the participation of youth. 


The Church Providing the Answer 
Baptist missions and churches related 
to them have from the beginning of 
Christian missions in Africa been working 
largely with youth. Bible has been taught 
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along with reading, English, and other 
subjects in the schools, and the Gospel 
has made its imprint on the youth. 

In more recent years, definite effort has 
been made to provide for youth in the 
church program. In Nigeria and Ghana, 
Sunday school, Training Union, and 
Women’s Missionary. Union work has 
become a vital part of the program of the 
churches. Literature has been provided 
for young people to study. Bible knowl- 
edge has received new emphasis through 
the Sword Drill (scripture searching). An 
annual Sword Drill is conducted by the 
Nigerian Baptist Convention Training 
Union Department, and the majority of 
the participants are youth from churches, 
secondary schools, training colleges, and 
seminary. 

Many students are used during holiday 
periods to teach in the churches on 
methods of work, evangelism, and mis- 
sions. Students also work in Vacation 
Bible schools. These activities provide the 
youth of the schools opportunities of 
service and thus keep them from be- 
coming involved in useless and some- 
times evil pursuits during the vacation 
time. 


Special Youth Emphases 

Youth Week, sponsored by the Train- 
ing Union Department the first week of 
June each year, is growing in acceptance 
from year to year with more young peo- 
ple taking over the duties of their 
churches for an entire week. Associa- 
tional and city-wide youth rallies are 
recommended during Youth Week, as 
well as at other times during the year. 

The women’s department of Baptist 
work in Nigeria has full-time youth 
workers: a missionary young people’s 
director and a national young people’s 
leader. The women’s work is also unique 
in Nigeria and Ghana for its camp pro- 
gram for different age groups of girls and 
young women. Some associations have 
conducted Royal Ambassador camps also, 
but the Royal Ambassador work has been 
generally neglected. A plan is now being 
formulated by the Convention for a 
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definite program of men’s and boys’ 
work, with emphasis on the boys and 
young men. 

Belgian Congo youth, through “Baptist 
Youth Division of the Church of Jesus 
Christ in the Congo,” has worked out, 
under the direction of John Rumohr, a 
plan of recreation for various stations to 
follow. Other countries perhaps have 
different plans. : 

A troubling problem is the tendency 
for youth to form splinter organizations 
which conflict with, duplicate, or some- 
times replace the recognized church 
organizations. Perhaps this is a signal to 
church leaders to study more carefully 
the needs of youth and revise the 
approach being made for meeting these 
needs. 

The youth of Africa are constantly 
crying for more to do to fill in their 
leisure hours. They enjoy actively par- 
ticipating in social gatherings sponsored 
by the Training Union and women’s 
organizations. The Idikan Baptist Church, 
Ibadan, Nigeria, has provided table tennis 
equipment for its young people and is 
now planning a special youth center with 
more recreation facilities, including a 
reading room. The Baptists of Lagos also 
are working out a Christian recreation 
program for youth. 


The Baptist Youth Committee 

Although efforts have been made by 
different Baptist bodies to meet needs of 
youth in various countries, apparently no 
united effort was made for the whole 
continent of Africa before 1955 when 
the Baptist World Alliance elected Dr. J. 
A. Adegbite as representative for Africa 
on the BWA Youth Committee. Under 
Dr. Adegbite’s leadership, the Nigerian 
Baptist Convention in 1957 formed the 
Youth Committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the three major church

To Adam Gertner, Baptist Leader 


CENTENNIAL FOR LATVIAN BAPTISTS

WO COUNTRY SCHOOL TEACHERS, a 

tradesman and a verger of the 
established Lutheran church cultivated 
the seed that blossomed into the begin- 
ning of Baptist work in Latvia a century 
ago. There were no missionaries or out- 
side influences other than Bible study and 
prayer. 

Latvian Baptists, now scattered around 
the world, are celebrating the centennial 
this year. One such observance was held 
in April in Philadelphia, USA, when 
Latvian-born Baptists now living in the 
United States and Canada gathered to 
recall the past and pray God’s guidance 
on his work in Latvia in the future. 

A state-imposed Christianity had come 
to Latvia as early as the Twelfth Cen- 
tury—amid deceit, threats and force. 
This type of religion was unsatisfying to 
most people. 

More insight into genuine Christianity 
had been gained by the Latvian people 
with the translation and publication of 
the Bible in their language in 1689. But 
the book was too expensive to gain large 
circulation, nor were many people able 
to read it. A sincere religious revival had 
begun in 1729 with the preaching of the 
Moravian Brethren (Unitas Fratrum). 
But this was suppressed in 1743. 

Begins with Bible Study 

Against this historical backdrop, a 
school teacher named Hamburger, in the 
Kurzeme (Courland) province, began 
discussing religious questions with his 
pupils and their parents in 1847. Soon 
they formed a study group, and began 
holding meetings in a farm house for 
Bible reading and prayer. Their religious 
interest spread to other groups in other 
counties and townships. 

A noticeable change came over the 
people to participate in such groups. 
They stopped drinking, and they refused 
to work on Sunday. This made them un- 
popular, especially with the landlords 
who insisted on Sunday work, and it be- 
came necessary to hold the prayer meet- 
ings in secret. 

Questions evolved from their growing 
knowledge of the New Testament church.

Among them were “What is a church?” 
and “Can a priest absolve one’s sins?” 
For ten years their meetings continued, 
and the people searched for answers. Pas- 
tors of the Lutheran State Church, of 
which they were members, grew annoyed 
by their questions. They called them in- 
quisitive and queer. One of them said: 
“There are people like you in Germany.” 


Gertner Is Baptized 

Adam Gertner, one of the leaders of 
Bible readers, discovered in 1859 that 
there was a small group of German Bap- 
tists in Liepaja (Libau). They were mem- 
bers of the Memel Baptist Church in East 
Prussia, founded by J. G. Onken in 1841. 
Gertner met with one of them and had 
a long talk after which he said to his 
wife: “Now I know where I stand, and 
what I must do.” 

So on August 27, 1860, Adam Gert- 
ner, with his wife and six others, left for 
Memel, Germany. The following Sunday, 
September 2, with the help of an inter- 


preter, they gave their testimony before 
the church and were baptized. 

Two more groups went to Memel in 
fishing boats by sea the next summer, on 
June 15 and June 30, 1861. In this way 
the first 29 Latvian Baptists were bap- 
tized. Severe persecutions began. Fines, 
floggings, and imprisonments were the 
usual corrective measures used against 
“the new believers.” 

But many more were waiting for bap- 
tism. The church in Memel authorized 
Mr. Gertner to administer the biblical 
baptism to his fellow believers in Kur- 
zeme. But it could not be done openly. 
Under the cover of night, on September 
22, 1861, Gertner stood by the river 
Uzava with a crowd of earnest and 
determined people surrounding him. 
After a brief talk and prayer, he stepped 
down into the water. Seventy-two men 
and women followed him and, on profes- 
sion of their faith, were baptized. 

The Baptist movement was spreading 
very rapidly to different localities as 
Gertner continued to baptize. The 
Lutheran clergy was alarmed and deter- 
mined to suppress the “heresy.” Gertner 
and others were arrested and im- 
prisoned. 

Plea for Gertner’s Release 

As soon as the new Baptist church 
discovered that Mr. Gertner had been 
locked up in jail, a delegation was 
appointed to seek his release. But the 
Baptist representatives were told by the 
magistrate that their leader would never 
be released and that “he will rot to death 
in prison.” 

“The delegation went to see the gover- 
nor. But, again without any success. The 
governor, however, said that they might 
go to Petersburg and present their peti- 
tion to the government there. 

To Petersburg they went. They were 
determined to see the Tsar and to present 
him their petition and plead for the 
release of their leader. But it seemed there 
was practically no chance for two simple 
farmers to be received by the monarch of 
the Russian empire. Yet, as they were 
walking around the Tsar’s_ residence 
(Winter palace), like the ancient Israel- 
ites surrounded the walls of Jericho, one 
of the Imperial guards spoke to them in 
their own tongue. 

Soon they knew where and how to 
meet the Tsar. As at a certain hour, the

Global threats to religious freedom 
are stalking abroad in the world, accord- 
ing to Dr. Theodore F. Adams, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Richmond, Va., 
and president of the Baptist World Alli- 
ance. 

“We can’t take freedom for granted in 
our day. It is so easy to lose and so hard 
to regain,” Dr. Adams told the annual 
meeting of the Associated Church Press 
in Washington. 

Pointing to the new nationalism arising 
in the world, Adams said that fre- 
quently the charge is heard that Chris- 
tianity is the white man’s religion. Just 
what this will mean in relation to the 
work of the missionaries remains to be 
seen, he said. 

Communism restricts religious free- 
dom wherever it gains control, Dr. 
Adams said. Communistic nations dis- 
charge religion and impose regulations 
making it difficult for churches to func- 
tion normally. 

There is an upsurge of Buddhism and 
Islam in the world, Dr. Adams indicated, 
and just what this does for religious 
liberty no one can tell at this time. 

Religious liberty problems continue in 
Catholic countries such as Colombia and 
Spain, Adams said. However, in Colom- 
bia the state is making an effort to 
follow its constitution that guarantees 
religious freedom. 

In Protestant countries where a state 
church exists, there are serious restric- 
tions on the free churches. Even in the 
United States there are pressure groups, 
such as racial groups, labor factions, and 
other economic factors that seek control 
over the clergy.

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Dr. Lord Wants Churches 
To Produce More “Saints” 

Dr. F. Townley Lord of London, former 
president of the Baptist World Alliance, 
wants churches to produce more “saints.” 
He said that by “saints” he did not mean 
“goody-goody” people, but “homespun, 
ordinary, consecrated people who love God, 
honor His day, believe the truth, the right, 
the good and the beautiful.” 

Dr. Lord, now with the Advanced 
Religion Department at Furman University, 
said the qualities he was looking for in 
church members could not be _ installed 
through education or laws, but through 
converting “people into saintliness through 
God with Jesus Christ.” 

Dr. Lord, disclosing it has been “50 years 
and one month since I first tried to preach 
a sermon, and I’m still at it,” said “We 
don’t have enough good people.”

Mrs. George R. Martin, who has led 
every division of Baptist woman’s work 
from the local church to the Baptist 
World Alliance, was honored April 20 in 


a recognition service at Freemason 
Street Baptist Church, Norfolk, Va., 
USA, where she is a member. 

Testimonies to the effectiveness of 
Mrs. Martin’s leadership were given by 
speakers from her local church, from 
her district association, from the state 
of Virginia, from the Southern Baptist 
Convention, and from the Alliance. The 
Baptist World Alliance was represented 
by Mrs. Edgar Bates of Canada, a vice 
president, and Dr. Theodore F. Adams, 
president.

Meat Sent to Refugees 

Rev. A. Klaupiks, Baptist World Al- 
liance coordinator for relief, has an- 
nounced the shipment of 100,000 pounds 
of canned meat to refugee camps in Hong 
Kong and 50,000 pounds to Berlin for 
European refugee camps. 

The meat was secured through the 
assistance of the Baptist Federation of 
Canada, which wrote much of the cost 
of shipment. 

The shipments consisted of three full 
carloads, two loads going to Hong Kong 
and one to Berlin.

In 1899 a group of women of the 
First Baptist Church of Rio, under the 
leadership of Dr. and Mrs. W. B. Bagby, 
united their forces and organized the 
first Baptist Woman’s Society of Brazil. 
The activities of these women encour- 
aged the women of other churches to 
follow their example. 


This work developed normally and 
when the Brazilian Baptist Convention 
was organized in 1907, Mrs. Laura 
Barton Taylor took the initiative in bring- 
ing to the attention of the Convention the 
need for a national organization for 
women. At the 1908 meeting of the 
Convention the women were there and 
ready to carry out plans of organization. 
Twenty women’s societies constituted this 
original organization, called the Baptist 
Woman’s Missionary Union of Brazil. 

From this beginning the Brazilian Bap- 
tist women have gone from strength to 
strength, ever seeking to bring glory to 
their Lord. In these early years they 
learned that education must play a large 
role in their future service. In 1941 they 
presented a recommendation to the Con- 
vention, asking that the administration 
of the two training schools for women 
be entrusted to the Woman’s Missionary 
Union. The women accepted this respon- 
sibility with enthusiasm and are fulfilling 
it with courage and efficiency. 

The Training School in Rio, serving 
South Brazil and the Training School in 
Recife, serving North Brazil, are mighty 
factors in the education of women for 
Christian service. The work accomplished 
in these two cities by these two institu- 
tions has been greatly enhanced by the 
establishment of Goodwill Centers in 
connection with each school.

A Rare Handmaiden 

Dona Esther Silvas Dias was born in 
a Christian home in Rio de Janeiro, Bra- 
zil. Her father, reared a strict Catholic, 
was the only member of his family ever 
to accept the evangelical teaching of 
Christ. At the age of twenty he accepted 
the gospel and became a minister under 
the spiritual leadership of Rev. Solomon 
Ginsburg. He and Dr. Ginsburg labored 
faithfully together in the pioneer days 
of the Baptist work in the State of Rio. 
Her mother had been reared a Congrega- 
tionalist but became a Baptist under the 
testimony of Rev. Ginsburg. 

Mr. and Mrs. Silvas became members 
of the First Baptist Church of Rio. He 
was the oldest Baptist pastor in Brazil 
when he passed away in January 1957. 
When they became members of the First 
Baptist Church there were 25 members; 
today the membership is over 2,000. 

At thirteen years of age, Dona Esther 
Silvas made a public profession of faith 
in Christ. She had to answer many rigid 
questions of doctrine before the church. 
At fifteen, she entered the Rio Baptist 
College after having finished eight years 
of elementary school. Here for six years 
she studied as a dormitory student, always 
making the highest grades. The dedication 
and consecration of Mrs. F. F. Soren 
stays in her memory as she thinks of 
the guiding star in her Christian living. 
In her senior year she taught mathematics 
and science in the College. 

Here it was that she met Senor Jose 
Dias, whom she later married. For a 
time they lived in Sao Paulo where her

husband began his life work in the Bra- 
zilian National Bank. She entered into 
the service of her church in any way she 
was needed. She taught mathematics in 
the Sao Paulo Baptist College. In 1934 
her husband was transferred to the Bra- 
zilian National Bank in Rio. Here in this 
vast city of Rio, with three million people, 
nominally Catholic, she began to serve 
again. The First Church immediately 
sought her service to help the women 
and the young people. She served as vice- 
president for her local women, and later 
as president of all Brazilian Baptist 
women. Later, she became the Latin 
American Co-chairman of the Women’s 
Department of the Baptist World Al- 
liance. 

She speaks with an understanding heart 
to her Brazilian women. She realizes 
that a majority of them are not educated. 
Many of them have learned to read and 
write in their missionary societies. A large 
number of them have Catholic husbands 
who never allow them liberty of thought 
or action, many have large families with 
sick and undernourished children. The 
sacrifice they make to attend one meet- 
ing is more than the average Christian 
would make. When they fail to reach the 
goals set it is due to ignorance, poverty, 
sickness, long hours of work, plus poor 
transportation. To these women Dona 
Esther’s words mean much. They follow 
her hand in hand in carrying out the 
Great Commission in their country. 

It has been a joy to know and work 
with this charming and _ intelligent per- 
sonality in Brazilian Baptist leadership. 
God grant us more like her—dedicated 
Esthers—to witness for Him!

BELGIAN CONGO: 
Encouragement Despite Difficulty 
Reporting to the American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society, Rev. J. L. 
Sprigg, administrative secretary for Congo 
and for Europe, said that the picture in 
Belgian Congo is encouraging for Ameri- 
can Baptists despite many problems fac- 
ing that nation. He reported 7,514 bap- 
tisms in 1959, an increase of 72.8 per- 
cent in one year. Church membership is 
up 6.8 percent for a total of 61,907. 
Giving for all purposes increased by 13.9 
percent during the year. 


GUINEA: 
Baptist Services Begun 

Attendance has reached as high as 25 
in the Baptist services being conducted 
in the home of Rev. and Mrs. W. A. 
Poe, Southern Baptists’ first missionaries 
to the Republic of Guinea. At one serv- 
ice, Mr. Poe asked those who would like 
to become followers of Christ to remain 
after the service. Fourteen stayed. 

Guinea became a republic less than 
two years ago, one of several African 
nations to gain freedom recently. 
Mission Permanence Uncertain 

Dr. H. Cornell Goerner, secretary for 
Africa, Europe, and the Near East of 
the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board, has revealed that the goverament 
of the Republic of Guinea declined to 
give permanent residence visas to Rev. 
and Mrs. W. A. Poe, Southern Baptist 
missionaries who arrived in that country 
early this year. 

“The situation is uncertain; and def- 
inite and sustained prayer that the door 
may be kept open in Guinea is requested 
of all Southern Baptists,’ Dr. Goerner 
said. 


KENYA: 
Church Baptizes 14 

Fourteen persons were recently bap- 
tized into the Kisauni Baptist Church, 
Mombasa, Kenya, bringing the total 
membership to 32. The church was 
organized last Easter, 1959, with eighteen 
members. 

Prior to baptism, each candidate had 
publicly confessed faith in Christ, spent 
a minimum of six months in Bible study 
and faithful church attendance, and 
passed an oral examination by the African 
pastor and missionaries A. Ray Milligan 
and W. Boyd Pearce. 

During the examination, each gave a 
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testimony of his experience. “Each re- 
ferred to ugly, almost indescribable ex- 
periences of sin which he had engaged 
in prior to an experience with Christ,” 
notes Mr. Milligan. “Then, radiantly, each 
hastened to refer to repentance which 
brought the sweetness of forgiveness and 
the peace, joy, and happiness which ac- 
companies positive living for Christ.” 

A young man testified: “When I be- 
came a Christian I was not welcome at 
the home of my family. After I had lived 
for Christ these several months my par- 
ents recognized the change in my life, 
and now they welcome me to tell them 
of Christ.” 

The baptismal service was held in the 
colorful Indian Ocean. The church met 
on the beach to sing hymns and hear 
Mr. Pearce preach on “The Meaning of 
Believer’s Baptism.” Then Mr. Milligan 
led the candidates into the water and bap- 
tized them. 

The ocean side also drew non-Chris- 
tian Arabs, Indians, and Africans. “It is 
hoped that the message remains indelibly 
stamped on their memory so that many 
of them shall seek forgiveness of sin 
through the only true and living God,” 
says Mr. Milligan. 


NIGERIA: 
Foreign Missions Launched 

The Nigerian Baptist Convention, 
meeting in Sapele in its 47th session, ap- 
pointed its first foreign missionaries. They 
are Rev. and Mrs. F. P. Boyo and Rev. 
and Mrs. I. O. Badejogbin, and they will 
serve in Sierra Leone. 

The Nigerian Convention established a 
home and foreign mission board in 1953 


and began home mission work in sev- 
eral areas of the country soon thereafter. 
At its 1957 meeting the convention voted 
to begin foreign mission work in Sierra 
Leone.

HONG KONG: 
College Enrollment 602 

Hong Kong Baptist College, under the 
leadership of Dr. Lam Chi Fung, is finish- 
ing its fourth year of operation as a post- 
secondary institution and is planning 
graduation exercises for its first full class 
of bachelor degree graduates. 

Enrollment at the college is 602, of 
whom 273 are Christians and 329 are 
non-Christian. Baptists number 169. 
Among those who are not Christian, 156 
are listed as “seeking Christianity” and 
120 are “interested in Christianity.” 

Major fields of study offered by the 
college are business administration, soci-

Heres How a Church Begau 


A barefoot Sunday school teacher, 
lacking in training but knowing the Lord 

. an egg and two ears of corn among 
the small coins in the offering plate... . 
an 80-year-old man walking eleven miles 
to profess faith in Christ and to attend 
services on Sunday... 

These are glimpses of Jerusalem Bap- 
tist Church, organized recently in a com- 
munity near Tukuyu, about 40 miles from 
Mbeya. Nested in three mountain ranges, 
the community is the home of a 250,000- 
member tribe, removed from modern 
civilization and predominantly pagan, 
but warm, friendly, and receptive to the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 

More than 100 people crowded into 
the unfinished, sun-dried brick church 


building on the Sunday Jerusalem Church 
was born. More than 30 of them, bap- 
tized Christians, signed the register as 
charter members. 

The crowd then moved to a creek 
about a mile away where 25 new believers 
were baptized by the African pastor. They 
had been examined earlier by missionaries 
William E. Lewis, Jr., and Dale G. 
Hooper concerning their salvation expe- 
riences, understanding of baptism, con- 
cept of Christian responsibility, and rea- 
sons for wanting to be Baptists. 

The organization service was concluded 
back at the church building with the 
observance of the Lord’s supper. The 
communion “glasses” were cut from 
bamboo.

KOREA: 


First Class Graduates 

Eight students, all men, made up the 
first class to graduate from the six-year 
regular course offered by the Korea Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, Taejon. Three 
other men were recognized upon comple- 
tion of the seminary’s special three-year 
course. 

The graduation exercises combined 
Oriental and Occidental customs: Black 
caps and gowns were worn in good West- 
ern tradition, while several long congratu- 
latory speeches added Eastern flavoring. 
Main speaker was Pastor Ki Souk Kim, 
vice-president of the Korean Baptist Con- 
vention, who suffered persecution by the 
Communists in North Korea. 

The regular course provides three years 
of pretheological studies and three of 
theological training. The Korea seminary 
was established in 1953 and received 
accreditation by the Korean Ministry of 
Education in 1954. Missionary Theodore 
H. Dowell is president. 


PHILIPPINES: 


Dr. Masa Honored 

Four hundred seventy-six college and 
high school seniors received diplomas and 
certificates from President A. O. Larsen 
of Central Philippine University, Iloilo 
City, at annual commencement exercises 
on the spacious parade grounds of the 
school. 

Attended by nearly 5000 guests, par- 
ents, and students, the graduation rites 
were highlighted by the conferment of 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity upon 
Rev. Agustin Erael Masa, long-time presi- 
dent of the Convention of Philippine Bap- 
tist Churches, Inc., who also delivered 
a well-received address entitled “Educa- 
tion for Nationalism.” 

Mr. Masa was cited for his accomplish- 
ments as preacher, minister, writer, and

ENGLAND: 


Jubilee for Dr. Cook 

Dr. Henry Cook, former acting sec- 
retary for Europe of the Baptist World 
Alliance and a long-time leader of Bap- 
tist work in England and Europe, re- 
cently celebrated his fiftieth anniversary 
in the ministry. 

Tea was served to about 350 friends at 
a celebration which marked both Dr. 
Cook’s fiftieth anniversary and_ the 
seventy-first anniversary of Ferme Park 
Church. 


Campaign Aims to Clear Deficit 

For the first time the annual contri- 
butions of the churches of Great Britain 
and Ireland to the Baptist Missionary 
Society (London) amounted to more than 
£250,000. This was reported at the an- 
nual meeting held in London in May. 

Although the giving of the churches 
had considerably increased, there was 
nevertheless an accumulated deficit of 
£27,703 13s Sd. A campaign to clear 
this deficit by October 2 (the Society’s 
anniversary) was immediately launched. 

At the same meeting it was announced 
that baptisms on the various fields had 
reached a record total of 8,231—578 
more than in the previous year. 


Editorial on Apartheid 
Dr. W. W. Bottoms, editor of The 
Baptist Times, London, had the follow- 
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ing comment in his issue of April 14 in 
reference to the attempted assassination 
of Dr. Hendrik Verwoerd, Prime Minis- 
ter of South Africa: 

“Shooting solves no problem. The 
foolish, though happily not fatal, attack 
upon Dr. Verwoerd will be deplored by 
all Christian people, who will also hope 
for him a speedy recovery. Much as we 
hate his policy of apartheid, we wish no 
harm to Dr. Verwoerd, or any other man, 
black or white. Yet the sympathy that 
all people will extend to him must not 
be allowed to mask the grave crisis to 
which South Africa has been driven by 
his government. This evil attempt on the 
Prime Minister’s life can be turned to 
good if the South African government’s 
leaders acknowledge that the time has 
now come to save their country from fur- 
ther suffering and bloodshed by chang- 
ing their policies and working out with 
the Africans a Christian and common- 
sense constitution. A continuation of 
their crimes against decency, liberty and 
humanity would only inflame tempers to 
a heat that might set the whole nation 
on fire.” 


FRANCE: 
Missionaries Arrive 

Rev. and Mrs. Jack Hancox, Southern 
Baptist missionaries appointed for Eng- 
lish-speaking work in Europe, have ar- 
rived in Orleans. They will serve the 
English-speaking Baptist church in the 
nearby village of Saran and plan activ- 
ities for American military personnel in 
the city proper in a building recently pur- 
chased by the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board. 

The building is also being used for 
French-speaking services, begun April 18 
by Rev. Francis Cachera, young pastor 
sent to Orleans by the French Baptist 
Federation. The Saran church, composed 
of military personnel, is paying a large 
part of Mr. Cachera’s salary; and, where 
their knowledge of the language permits, 
members participate in the French serv- 
ices. 

In addition to their English-speaking 
work, Mr. and Mrs. Hancox will give 
encouragement and assistance to Mr.

ARGENTINA: 
182 Churches in Convention 

The Argentine Baptist Convention, 
meeting in Buenos Aires April 22-24, re- 
ceived six new churches into its fellow- 
ship, bringing the total to 182. Attend- 
ing the meeting were 352 messengers 
from 118 of the churches. 

The theme of the convention, held in 
a rented hall in the center of the capital 
city, was “Our Baptist Heritage.” De- 
votional messages were related to the 
1960 worldwide Baptist emphasis on 
Bible teaching and training. 

Board and committee reports, while 
routine, showed steady advance. The 


cooperative program of finance received ~ 


about $6,500 during the year. The per- 
centage which goes to the convention’s 
mission board is being increased each 
year, with that for 1960 set at 36.9 per 
cent. 


BRAZIL: 
Doors Open for Gospel 

Vila Nova Baptist Church of Goiania, 
Goiaz, Brazil, celebrated its fourth an- 
niversary with a five-day revival meeting. 
The packed auditorium, joyful singing, 
fervent prayers, and numerous professions 
of faith were reminiscent of New Testa- 
ment times, says Missionary Gene H. 
Wise, revival evangelist. 

In addition to preaching each night, 
Mr. Wise showed evangelistic filmstrips 
produced by the visual aids department 
of the South Brazil Mission and motion 
pictures made available by the Southern 
Baptist Foreign Mission Board. Lack of 
space in the 500 seat church auditorium 
on the first night caused plans for fur- 
ther publicity of the meetings to be can- 
celed. 

Among those professing faith in Christ 
was an old woman who had considered 
herself a staunch Roman Catholic but 
had often made sacrifices to the evil 
spirits in an effort to bring a curse on 
the Baptist church. She had greatly de- 
tested the Bible, fearing even to touch it. 

On the second night of the revival she 
went forward. “I was born tonight,” she

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BRAZILIAN HOME BOARD BUYS JEEP 


While Brazil was dedicating its new capital, Brasilia, late in April, Brazilian 
Baptists were making history of their own. 

Rev. David Gomes, secretary-treasurer of the Brazilian Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Board, traveled through the wilderness over roads non-existent three 
years ago in a Jeep made in Brazil where the national automobile industry is 
less than four years old. Furthermore, the Jeep was the first acquired by the 


Brazilian board. 


Bought after the annual mission day offering passed the 6,000,000-cruzeiro 
mark (about $32,400 U.S.) for the first time in its history, the Jeep will be 
used in the work of the Baptist Theological Institute in Carolina, Maranhao, a 


Brazilian home mission project. 


Until recently, muleback and oxcart were the principal means of travel in 
this undeveloped region where the late Southern Baptist missionary, Dr. L. M. 
Bratcher, opened work during pioneer Baptist days in Brazil. Now the federal 
highway between the new capital and the northern port city of Belem runs near 


the Institute.

Maritime Baptists Dedicate 
Headquarters 

A new headquarters building for Bap- 
tists of the Maritime Provinces and New- 
foundland was dedicated April 26 at St. 
John, New Brunswick. 

The building is two stories tall, located 


. at 112 Princess Street, St. John, and is 


owned by the Maritime Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Offices of all organizations connected 
with the Maritime Convention, including 
that of the Maritime Baptist newspaper, 
will be moved into the building. The 
various convention offices have pre- 
viously been scattered in cities throughout 
the area. 


Texas, Mexican Baptist 
Conventions Look Toward Merger 
Plans for uniting the Mexican Baptist 
Convention of Texas and the Baptist 
General Convention of Texas were dis- 
cussed by officials of both groups at a 
meeting in Dallas. 
Action on the proposed merger is 
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expected during the golden jubilee meet- 
ing of the Mexican Baptist Convention in 
San Antonio, June 20-24. If approved 
there, the proposal will be submitted to 
the Texas Baptist executive board and 
finally to the annual Texas Baptist Con- 
vention in Lubbock, Oct. 31-Nov. 2. 
Objective of the merger is to develop 
a more effective program of evangelism 
and fellowship. All Spanish-speaking Bap- 
tist churches in the state are members 
of both organizations. Nearly all of the 
Latin-American churches and missions 
have received financial aid from the 
Texas Baptist Convention. In turn, they 
contribute to world missions through the 
Southern Baptist Cooperative Program. 


Gifts Exceed $7 Million 

Southern Baptists, led by their 
Woman’s Missionary Union, give a spe- 
cial Christmas offering for foreign mis- 
sions each year in honor of Miss Lottie 
Moon, a pioneer missionary to China. 

Totals on the 1959 offering, announced 
by the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board, May 1, show that $7,706,847.49 
was given in 1959. It is an increase of 
almost $1 million over 1958. 


Gifts to Relief 

The Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board has given a total of $306,683.44 
to world relief during the past five years, 
Dr. Baker James Cauthen, executive sec- 
retary, reported. 

Of the amount $68,458.32 went to 
Korea, $52,064.22 to Hong Kong, $39,- 
748.91 to Hungary, $47,900 to Germany, 
$30,300 to meet needs through the Bap- 
tist World Alliance, and the remainder 
in smaller amounts to many places of 
need around the world. 

“We are grateful that Southern Baptists 
have continued to provide relief funds 
and that much human suffering has been 
relieved through these gifts,’ Dr. Cau- 
then said. 





Peace 


Peace is not merely the absence of 
war. Nor is it an oversimplified refusal 
to participate in war. Peace does not 
come from pious, emotionally charged 
resolutions; nor from impressive, pon- 
tifical declarations; nor from pompous 
election-campaign pledges.

Sunday School Convention Held 


More than 20,000 delegates to the first 
Southern Baptist nationwide Sunday 
school convention, held at Fort Worth, 
Texas, were challenged by speakers to 
extend the church’s reach, and strengthen 
spiritual ties of the home. Theme of the 
meeting was “Teaching Them... All 
Things,” from Christ’s Great Commis- 
sion to His disciples. 

Dr. W. A. Criswell, pastor of First 
Baptist Church, Dallas, delivered the key- 
note address. Observing that the lack of 
moral responsibility in the home, govern- 
ment and business “threatens the very 
foundation of our civilization,” he 
declared that the church’s teaching minis- 
try “must be carried to every person on 
earth.” 

Dr. Ramsey Pollard, president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, told the 
delegates “that the best way in the world 
to grow a great church is to grow a great 
Sunday school.” 

Dr. James L. Sullivan, executive secre- 
tary of the denomination’s Sunday School 
Board, emphasized Bible teaching as the 
main task of the Sunday school. “All 
Sunday school lessons must be Bible- 
based, pupil-centered and God-honor- 
ing,” he said.

Tsar was taking his afternoon stroll, the 
Latvian Baptists gathered courage to 
approach him with their petition. The 
Tsar ordered them to the palace office, 
and the Baptist petition was accepted. 

More than a year passed, but Gertner 
was still in prison and there was no word 
from Petersburg. The delegation went to 
Petersburg again. Finally, in October 
1863, an Imperial decree of the Senate 
was brought to the prison in Aizpute 
where Gertner had been kept for some 
two years. The governor announced his 
release. 

Immediately after his release Gert- 
ner went on baptizing those who had 
made professions of faith during his years 
of imprisonment. From Kurzeme the 
Baptist movement quickly spread to 
Riga and throughout the country. 

In 1879 an act of toleration was 
granted to Baptists in all Imperial Russia. 
The same year Latvian Baptist churches 
were organized into the Latvian Baptist 
Union. There were still many restrictions, 
but Baptists continued to grow. The 
Baptist weekly was started in 1881. Lat- 
vian Baptists came into membership of 
the Baptist World Alliance in 1911 and 
were represented by a delegation at the 
Congress in Philadelphia. 


Baptist Work Expands 


During the World War I, Latvia be- 
came a battlefield where many fierce 
battles were fought between Russia and 
Germany. All church work was inter- 
rupted for several years. John Alexander 
Frey, an outstanding Baptist leader since 
1893, and others were exiled to Siberia. 

In 1918 Latvia gained her freedom and 
became an independent nation. Mr. Frey 
was able to return from exile and begin 
the reorganization of churches and the 
Union. A strong, helping hand was ex- 
tended by J. H. Rushbrooke, a special 
representative of the Baptist World Alli- 
ance at that time, Charles A. Brooks, 
Secretary of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, and a little later by Dr. 
W. O. Lewis, representative of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Foreign Mission Society. 

Assisted by American, British and 
Canadian Baptists, the Latvian Baptists 
were able in 1922 to start their own 
seminary, with Dr. Frey as president. 
During the 18 years’ activity of this 
seminary, some 55 men received their 
training for the ministry, and were able 
to devote their talents to the Baptist cause 
in Latvia. 

Religious education work and a strong

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ESKIMOS FLY TO BIBLE CONFERENCES 


Two Bible conferences have been held in the Eskimo area of Alaska under 


direction of missionaries in that area. 


A Conference at Kotzebue, first of its kind in the community, was arranged 
by Missionary John Thomas. He and another missionary, Dick Miller, used 
two planes belonging to the Southern Baptist Home Mission Board to bring 
people from outlying villages. They stayed with friends and relatives while 


away from home. 


_In addition to the 43 brought in by air, several from Kotzebue attended. 

One elderly woman from Kobuk had never been farther down the Kobuk 
River than the little village of Ambler, which is only a few miles. She flew into 
Kotzebue for the conference. Since she could not read English, the songs were 
written in picture language for her to follow. 

Eskimo people enjoy singing, and they did so in their native tongue. Many 
gave testimonies. At the closing conference, a number of Eskimos renewed 


their commitments to Christ. 


Mr. Miller was in charge of the second conference at Kwiguk. Five Eskimos 
professed faith in Christ at this conference. 





publication department was set up with 
three periodicals and many thousands of 
books going out. The Baptist women of 
Latvia had a children’s home with some 
40 orphans. In 1934 a five-story, denom- 
inational, headquarters building in Riga 
was completed without any outside help. 

In 1940 the Latvian Baptist Union 
consisted of 104 churches with 11,931 
active church members, or 19,707 total 
constituency. There were 146 Sunday 
schools with 596 teachers and 5,557 
pupils, 86 young people’s societies with 
some 2,000 members, 93 choirs with 
2,200 voices.

related departments. A Youth Night pro- 
gram was sponsored by the committee at 
the annual Nigerian Convention in 1959, 
and the Pan African Conference was 
held later in the year under the auspices 
of the same committee. 

The Nigerian Baptist Youth Committee 
meets periodically and discusses youth 
problems and plans commonly related to 
the work of all departments. It has also 
served as a force for unifying and cor- 
relating certain aspects of the total youth 
program. 


A New Day Seen 

Contrary to previous thought that 
Africa is not ready for organized effort 
(for so little youth work has been done), 
the Pan African Youth Conference 
brought new confidence as the aims and 
aspirations of other groups become 
known. 

It may well be that the purpose of the 
Pan African Baptist Youth Conference, 


if carried out, can help bring about a new 
day in youth work in Africa. That pur- 
pose is “To promote the cause of Christ 
in Africa through fellowship, understand- 
ing, and mutual inspiration, and to serve 
as a channel through which Baptist youth 
can share with and assist one another and 
others in need.” : 

Ten years ago, in some parts most 
advanced in Africa, old men were the 
leaders and young men had little voice 
in the work of the church. But today in 
many churches, the youth, both male and 
female, are holding posts of leadership. 
Adults are coming to respect them and 
their capabilities. Rev. E. O. Agboola, a 
Nigerian pastor, has stated that the 
evangelization of Africa is the affair of 
the youth. The young people are ready 
for the task if the church leads, prepares, 
and supports them in the mighty task of 
taking “All Africa for Christ.” 


Rio Prepared... 
JUST IN CASE 


Arrangements committemen for the 
tenth Baptist World Congress hope that no 
one gets sick during their eight days in 
Rio. But just in case they do, there is medi- 
cal help aplenty. 

A staff of 25 Baptist doctors will be on 
duty, and medical service will be available 
24 hours daily. An emergency hospital is 
located in Maracana Ginasio where the 
Congress sessions will meet, and ten beds 
are being held in reserve at the city hospital 
for Congress visitors. Three ambulances 
will be standing by for the trip. 


This preparation is typical of the care to 
which the Brazilian Baptists are going to 
assure a smooth-running Congress.

G. Kearnie Keegan has written a 
Broadman Press book especially for high 
school graduates and college freshmen.
